For a period (of simitar length 
following the armistice only 00 per 
cent as many appointments were made, 
but there were nearly S3 per coot jnore 
E^pnra lions.

The exigencies of the. war required 


a great expansion of the clerical 
forces at Washington and elsewhere 
and this was accomplished by a labor 
turnover several times above normal. 
The percentage of declinations of ap- 
pointments among eliglbles on the civ- 
il service register increased Itt rnnuy 
Instances from 30 to more than 50 per 
cent— that is, more thim Imlf tha men 
and women who successfully passed 
civil service examinations and wero 
offered Joba under the government ce- 
filsed to lake them.
